CHURCHILL | 
MEMOIRS 


I’ have followed, in this 
work, the method of Defoe's 
“Memoirs of a Cavalier.” as 
far as I am able, in which 
the author hangs the chronicle 
and discussion of great mili- 
tary and political events 
upon the thread of the per- 


jsonal experiences of an in- 


dividual, I am perhaps the 
only man’ who has passed 
through both the — two 
supreme cataclysms of re- 
corded history in high execu- 
tive office. Whereas, how- 
ever, in the First World War 
I filled responsible but sub- 
ordinate posts, I was in this 
second struggle with Ger- 
many for more than five years 


the Head of His Majesty's | heaval 


Government. I write, there- 
fore, from a different stand- 
point and with more authcr- 
ity than was ‘possible in my 
arlier books. : 
Nearly all my official work 
was transacted by dictation 
to secretaries. «During the 
time I was Prime Minister I 
issued the Memoranda, Direc- 
tives, Personal Telegrams and 
Minutes which amount to 
nearly a million words. 
These documents, composed 
from day to day under the 
stress of events and with the 
knowledge available at the 
moment, will no doubt show 
many shortcomings, Taken to- 
gether they nevertheless give 
a current account of these 
tremendous events as they 
were viewed at the time by 
one who bore the chief res- 
ponsibility for the war and 
policy of the British Empire 
Commonwealths. I 
doubt whether any similar 
or has ever 
existed, of the. day-to-day 
conduct of war and .adminis- 
tration. I do not describe it 
as history, for that belongs 
to another generation. But I 
claim with confidence that it 
is- a—contribution -to.history. 
which will be of service to 
the future. : 
These 30 years of .action 
and advocacy comprise and 
express: my life-effort, and I 
am content to be judged upon 
them. I have adhered to my 
rule of never criticising any 
measure of war or policy 
after the event unless I had 
before expressed publicly or 
formally my opinion or warn- 
ing about it. Indeed, in the 
after-light I have softened 
many of the severities of con- 
temporary controversy. — It 
has given me pain to record 
these disagreements with so 
many men'whom I liked or 
respected, but it would be 
wrong not to lay the lessons 
of the past before the future. 
Let no one look down on 
those honourable, well-mean- 
ing men whose actions are 


‘}chronicled in these pages 
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without searching their own 
hearts, reviewing their own 
discharge of public duty and 
applying the lessons ofthe 
past to their future conduct. 

It must not be supposed 
that I ‘expect everybody to 
agree. with. what I say, still 
less that what I am’ writing 
will be popular. I. only give 
my testimony. according to 
the lights I follow. ,; Every 
possible care has. been, taken 
to verify the facts; but much 
is constantly coming’ to light 
‘from’ the disclosure:-of. cap- 
tured documents or other: re- 
velations. which’ may present 
anew aspect to the conclu- 
sions ‘which.

After the end of, the World 
War of 1914 there was a decp 
convictidn and almost universal 
hope that peace would reign in 
the world. This heart's desire 
of all the peoples cou! ensily 
have been qalnod by atoadfast- 
ness in righteous convictions, 
and by. reasonable common sense 
and prudence. The phrase, “the 
war to end war,’ was on every 
Np, and measures had been taken 
to turn it into reality. President 
Wilson, wielding, os was thought, 
the authority of the United 
States, had made tbe concegtion 
of a League of Natlons dominant 
in all minds, The British dele- 
gation at Vorsaliles moulded and 
shaped his ideas into an Instru- 
ment which will for é"er con- 
stitute'a nilestone ia tho hard 
march of man. The victorious 
Allies were at that time all- 
powerful, so far as their outside 
enemies were concerned. 
had to face grave internal dif- 
ficulties and many riddles to 
which they did ‘not know the 
answer, but the Teutonic Powers 
in the great mass of Central 
Europe which had made the up- 
were prostrate before 
them, and Russta, already shat- 
tered by the German flail, was 
convulsed by civil war and fall-

In the summer of 1919 the Al- 
Iled Armies stood along the 
Rhine, and their  bridgeheads 
bulged deeply into defcated, 
disarmed and hungry Germany. 
The chicfs of the victor Powers 
debated and disputed the future 
in Paris, Before them lay the 
map of Europe to be redrawn 
almost’ as they might resolve. 
After 52 months of agony and 
hazards the Teutonic coalition 
lay at thoir mercy, and not one 
of {ts four members could offer 
the slightest resistance to their 
will, Germany,

to contain gold bullion. 

‘Tho. Judgment. 

Giving judgment yesterday, Mr. 
Binir-Kerr. said: 

“J adjourned this caso tas 
Saturday to enable the Court to 
look, up any available authorities. 
I have not been able to find re- 
ported cases quite in point. 

“It ia admitted that the export 
of fountain pens is not prohibited 
and the goods were not dutlable 
(at least so far as Hong Kong !s 
concerned. We are not concerned 
with the position in Thailand.) A 
licence .for'the export of pens 
would have been granted if it had 
been applied for. 

“Noverthcless, the export of 
unmanifested cargo in ships and 
aircraft Is styectly prohibited by- 
rule 2 under, section 6 of the 
Ordinance. The penal section of 
the Ordinance (Section 13) gives 
Summary Courts the same powers 
as the Court on indictment. The 
penalties are one year's impris~ 
onment and a fine up to $10,000 
and confiscation appears to be 
discretionary.
